BELGIANS HARASS
T0 AID AISNE ARMIES

General Staff, in Many
Skirmishes,  Co-operates
With Allies by Checking
Westward Moving Rein-
forcements.

ANTWERP, Bept. 11

Sharp fghtlng 18 golng on In North.
eastern Belglum between King Albart's
nrmy and the Germans,

The Belgians and Germans are reported
to be In conther near Mechlin, around
Termonds, and in the vicinlty of Audere
marde, soma 15 miles wast of Ghent

The obvious intentlon of the Belgian
army Is to co-operate with the Allles |n
France by engaging the Jermans over
a8 large an aren ns possible In Belglum,
Bp A8 to pravent reinforcements from
belng sent weat,

King Albert's forces are also working
southward toward Brussels to mennce
the German lnes of communication. It
In reported that the advance guard of
one Belglan force engaged the Gearman
outposts only 13 miles lrom Brussels,

Another report describes a lively skire
mish between Belgian olvie guards ang
Germans near  Audermarde, about 1§
miles southwest of Ghent, on Tussday,
The Belgians captured an automobile and
five prisoners, withoul any lossen. Tha
Gormans had three men killed and two
wounded, South of Mechlln the Belgians
ndvanced and gave battle to a German
detachment,

The Belginn forces are compored of in-
fanry, eavalry and light artlllery, and
are fighting vigorously te prevent the
Ciormana from establishing lines southe
west of Antwerp,

Refugees from about the distriet of st
Glles-\Wnes, who have just come {nto Ant-
werp, report the presence of Uhlans in
that locality.

Information given by the Belgian War
OfMce gives the impression that the Ger.
mans are being forced back from their
aildvanced positions south and west of
Antwerp.

The information brought by the rafu-
gees from 8t Glles-Waes, howsver, puts
a different face on the situation, as 8t
Glles-Waen (s only about 12 miles wost
of Antwerp,

In thelr panleky etate the fugitives
may  have mistaken othor troops for
Uhlans, but If they are correct It would
Indicate that the advance guard of the
CGermans Is pressing close to thoe tem-
porary Belglan caplital,

It Is apparent that the small detach-
ments of Belglan troops are acting In-
dependent of King Albert's malin com-
mand. This would explaln the skire
mishes between members of tha Belglan
civic guards and Germans at scatlered
points In Northeastern Belglum. It is
undoubtedly the polley of the Balgian
General Staff to harass the German ad-
vance to the fullest extent with fiving
squiadrons which can move qulekly over
the oountry, attacking then with-
drawing.

The maln Belgian army evidently s
not far from Antwarp.
